“MINORITY REPORT” 
MEN AND DISCIPLINE COMMITTEE 


Board of Police and Fire Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: 


I have no objection to the recommenda- 
tion of the chief that Wallace Camburn 
be promoted to the rank of captain, but as 
for the next for recommendations, I 
strongly disagree. 


It is quite apparent that senority was 
not considered at all. It was admitted by 
the chief that the two assistant chiefs 
were not consulted, but, that he had ad- 
vised with the master mechanic and a 
junior captain. 


I quite agree that the superior officers 
are in a good position to judge the quali- 
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fications of a man to be advanced, but the 
men who work with them every day are 
also in a position to observe their abili- 
ties. 


During 1937 one or the other of the 
assistant chiefs answered 648 alarms, 
while the chief responded to 157 alarms. 
The first nine months of 1938 the assist- 
ant chiefs answered 329 alarms, while the 
chief responded to 68 alarms. These figures 
are from the monthly reports issued by 
the chief. 


Surely those facts should indicate that 
on the assistant chiefs should rest some 
responsibility for judging who should be 
given consideration when promotions are 
to be made. 


Let us look at the record of one of the 
lieutenants who was not considered: 


“Appointed on probation April 30, 
917. 


Confirmed June 8, 1917. 


Resigned to go to war March 12, 
1918. 


Given extended leave of absence by 
board April 138, 1918. 


Returned to work July 1, 1919. 


Appointed chauffeur No. 4 station 
September 25, 1920. 


Transferred to No. 1 station. 


Promoted to lieutenant No. 5 station 
July 10, 19381.” 


When the above promotion was made, 
July 10, 1931, I am satisfied that it was 
on the recommendation of the chief, and I 
would much rather accept the judgment 
of the chief in 1931 than that of the mas- 
ter mechanic and junior captain in 1938. 


The record also shows that the lieuten- 
ant was stationed at No. 1 station for a 
considerable length of time before being 
appointed a lieutenant. It must be evi- 
dent that the chief was in a very good 
position to observe him there. And I be- 
lieve it is agreed that if a man is not 


capable of being a captain he should not. 


be promoted to lieutenant. There is noth- 
ing in the record against this man. On 
the contrary, he has often been placed in 
charge of a station, as acting captain. 


As to the other appointments, it seems 
to me that not only seniority was disre- 
garded, but merit as well. It is impossible 
for me to believe that out of 16 men only 
three are worthy of advancement. I am 
of the opinion that this board of previous 
years did use good judgment in selecting 
men for the department. 


If we abide by the recommendations 
made by the chief it would cast a reflec- 
tion on the members of this board of 20 
years ago that I would not care to be a 
part to. 
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\ 


It is my recommendation that the mat- 
ter of appointments of captains and lieu- 
tenants be re-referred to the committee 
on Men and Discipline, with instructions 
to confer with the assistant chiefs before 
making recommendations to the board.
